Lebanon, Mo., June 15.—Congressman 
Richard Parks Bland died at his home near 
Lebanon at 4:30 o'clock this morning, peace- 
fully and without apparent suffering. 

Mr. Bland returned home when congress 
adjourned in March and soon suffered a re- 
lapse from an attack of the grip.

For more than two months he had been 
confined to his home and his health grad- 
ually declined. He thought he would not 
gurvive the attack from the first and show-~ 
ei his thorough knowledge of his condi- 
tion. On the third of this month Mr. 
Bland suddenly grew worse. his sons, who 
were in school, were summoned home and 
for the first time the public was informed 
of his critical condition. From time to 
time since the patient showed signs of {m- 
provement, but he continued to grow weak- 
e. Sunday and Monday he presented an 
improved condition and Monday afternoon 
strong hopes for his recovery were enter 
tained. 

At about 16 o'clock ,Tuesday night, how- 

ever, he fell aslee}» and continued in that 
condition until death.

Birmingham, Ala., June 15.—Near Wedo- 
wee, in Randolph cuunty, a negro, sup- 
posed to be Hays Phiilips, attempted to 
aSsault Miss Sophronie Whaley. The 
young woman’s screams attracted her fa- 
ther and the negro made his escape. Of- 
ficers followed the negro to his home. 

Several more negroes had gathered and 
they refused to open the door for the 
officers. The deputy sheriffs forceq their 
way in to be met by a volley from the 
negroes. W. F. Carlisle's hand was shat- 
tered. Three negroes were wounded too 
badly to get away and will probably die. 

In the melee the Phillips negro escaped 
and negroes in the neighborhood hearing 
the shots, a large number of them bore 
down on ‘the house. The officers barricaded 
themselves within and further trouble was 
prevented. ps 

A mob is in pursuit of Phillips and a 
lynching will follow his capture. 


WV EEKS’S ASSASSIN IS LYNCHED. 


Negro Taken from Beaufort Jail and 
Riddled with Bullets. 

Morehead City, N. C., June 15.—Last night 
about 11 o'clock. near the scene where E. 
BR. Weeks was murdered last week, Lewis 
Patrick, colored, who had been taken from 
Beaufort jail the previous night, was 
killed. 

Seventy-five shots were fired, and his 
body was riddled with bullets. The people 
heard the firing, but nobody was seen. 
It is supposed that when the mob found, 
on Wednesday morning, that they were 
followed, they hid Patrick on Dog island 
and kept him there during daylight. 

It was reported, in order to save 
his neck, the negro implicated other par- 
ties, but the lynching party thought he was 
lying, and gave no weight to his words.

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FRENCH RIOTERS ARE ON TRIAL. 


Persons Connected with Assault on 
Loubet Are Arraigned. 

Paris, June 15.—The persons arrested in 
connection with the riots at Auteuil June 
4th, when President Loubet was assaulted 
on the race course, were arraigned in the 
tenth correctional court today. Many rep- 
resentatives of high solety were present, 
including a number of ladies in high tol- 
lettes. The presiding judge in the course 
of his address, recalled the fact that Comte 
De Dion, one of the prisoners, was mixed 
up in a similar affair in 1880. After ask- 
ing the accused persons to reply, the judge 
turned toward the Comte De Dion, who, 
he said, took the principal part in the af- 
fair. The comte, in replying, affirmed that 
he was not a royalist, but a republican, 
adding that, however, he desired ‘‘another 
kind of a republic.”’ 

The other defendants denied the charges 
made against them, saying that they mere- 
ly cheered for the army and were thrown 
to the ground, pounded outrageously and 
otherwise ill treated. Witnesses then testi- 
fied that Police Director Touny was un- 
able to identify his assailants and that the 
police were unable to say the prisoners were 
their assailants. 

The trial was adjourned until tomorrow.

OPTIONS SECURED ON 150 ESTAB- 
LISHMENTS. 


New Company Will Have a Capital 
Stock of One Hundred Million 
Dollars. 


Baltimore, Md., June 15.—Options have 
been secured on 150 large clothing establish- 
ments throughout the country by Samuel 
Rosenthal, Jr., of this city, who for the past 
four months has been actively engaged in 
forming a gigantic clothing combine, to be 
incorporated under the laws of New Jersey, 
and to be known as the American Clothing 
Manufacturing Company. 

The company, it is understood. will have 
a capital stock of $100,000,000, divided @nto 
shares of $100 each. Capital invested in the 
different plants will be paid for in cash and 
preferred stock, while the net earnings will 
be computed for three years past, and com- 
mon stock issued in proportion to the busi- 
ness done by the concerns during that pe- 
riod.

The Conditions Have Changed Vastly 
Since the Americans

Washington, June 15.—The army and navy 
medical authorities are gratified at the 
sanitary work which is being accomplished 
in Havana harbor, as it is said this prom- 
ses to rid the locality of one of the chief 
causes of contagious fevers. 

A: Havana newspaper received at the navy 
department today gives the extent of the 
pollution’of the harbor. It states that when 
the American occupation began iast Jan- 
vary several acres in the harbor were lit- 
erally covered with the heads and entrails 
of butchered animals, coming down from 
a creek where slaughtering is done. This 
mass lay putrefying in the sun, shooting 
forth sickly odors. Buzzards gathered Ly 
the thousands and covered the bank as 
thickly as fowl in a well regulated poultry 
yard. The refuse from a number of candle 
and soap factories also was thrown {nto 
the creek and found its way into the har- 
bor. 

This mass of putrefaction the engineer 
department of the army is cleaning away as 
fast as possible, although the task is sur- 
rounded with added difficulty from the dis- 
favor with which the dock people view this 
unusual move toward sanitation, 


THE FIRST FORMAL MEETING. 


VENEZUELAN ARBITRATION COM- 
MITTEE AT WORK. 


Sessions Are Being Held in Paris Be- 
fore Distinguished Arbi- 
trators. 


Paris, June 15.—The Venezuelan arbi- 
tration committee held its first formal 
meeting today. There was a large and dis- 
tinguished assemblage. Baron de Maartens 
is the umpire, and on one bench today 
were the arbitrators, Chief Justice Fuller 
and Justice Brewer, of the United States 
supreme court; Baron Russell of Kilowen, 
lerd chief justice of England, and Sir 
Richard Henn Collins, lord justice of ap- 
peals. 

The commission decided to meet only 
four days next week, omitting Fridays, 
Saturdays and Sundays.

Sir Richard Webster made a geograph- 
ical and historical review of the boundary 
subject, entering exhaustively into a dis- 
cussion’ of the general question presented.

Natives Carried Away One Hundred Dead 
and Three Hundred Wounded, 


GEN, LAWTON 1S BISPENSING FOOD 


Rumor of the Assassination of Luna 
Is Not Fully Sustained and in 
Some Sections Is Wholly 
Discredited—Filipinos 
Wanted Time, 


Manila, June 15.—Captain Cable, of Gen- 
eral Wheaton’s staff, with three companies 
of the Twenty-first regiment, reconnoitered 
in the direction of Imus. The rebels, who 
were apparently expecting an attack, re- 
tired, leaving behind them twenty Spanish 
prisoners, who joined the Americans. 

The rebels have probaDly gone to the 
mountains along the lakes. 

According to native stories the rebels 
Carried 100 dead and 300 wounded through 
Bakoor after the recent battle. 

The natives are now flooding into Bakoor 
and it is probable there are many soldiers 
in plain clothes among them. The whole 
Section is practically without food and 
Major Genera! Lawton has returned to the 
distribution of rice and beef to the inhabi- 
tants. Many people still refuse to credit 
the story of the assassination of General 
Luna by the guard at Aguinaldo’s head- 
quarters, though the raports to that effect 
are most circumstantial and from good 
sources. 

Rumors of assassinations and disasters 
from the rebel camp are so frequently 
printed in the local papars that they have 
come to be regarded with indifference. The 


latest is that the governor of Cebua has: 


been killed by natives because of his 


friendship to Americans. 

A prominent commercial man with ex- 
ceptiona] means of learning of the Fillpi- 
nos’ movements claims to know General 
Luna jis still alive, adding that if he were 
dead and if hig death occurred a month 
ago people would have expected a collapse 
of the revolution to follow. 

The failure of the Filipinos to follow up 
the peace negotations strengthens the im- 
Pression that our overtures were merely 
to gain time and in order to lure the Ameri- 
cans to show their hands. 

The Independencia, a revolutionary or- 
gan of May 2th, a copy of which has just 
been obtained, prints an interview with 
General Luna showing the arguments he 
used to keep up the spirits of his follow- 
ers. He represents the Filipino cause as 
prospéring “‘because the Americans have 
gained only a hundredth part of Luzon by 
hard fighting’’ and says the women and 
children tilling the fields within the Ameri- 
can lines give proceeds of their work to 
support the Filipino army. de is said to 
have further remarked: 

“More Americans will be killed by am- 
buscade, surprises and disease than in Dat- 
tle, a 

“T detest war, but I cannot accept peace 
at any price, out independence. The 
Americans suffered for their own inde- 
pendence and in their own hearts they ap- 
preciate why we resist them.” 

The Fourth regular infantry and the 
Wyoming regiment have been added :o 
General Lawton’s command and today 
they were towed across the bay in cascoes 
to Las Pinas, preparatory to removing to 
Imus, five miles inland, where the rebels 
are reported to have an arsenal and a 
large quantity of supplies.

Captain Ellis then made a short talk. 
He urged the board of trustees to take an 
wselfish view of the matter and in decid- 
lag upon a location for the new library 
to place it where it would do the greatest 
gdod to the greatest number. The library, 
he said, was for the masses and not the 
classes. He felt certain that Mr. Carnegie 
would rather hear that 375 of the lower 
class folk went tto the library than to learn 
that seventy-five of the elite had borrowed 
books. He insisted that it was the poorer 
people who were to be benefited and 
whose convenience should be consulted. He 
felt sure that if it were to be a “pay” 
library the best place would be out on 
Peachtree street as he believed it would 
be better supported and more largely pat- 
ronized; but that since it was to be a 
free library he would urge that it be put 
hear the center of population, wherever the 
facts and figures showed it to be. 

The Growth of Atlanta. 

Former Mayor C. A. Collier, president 
of the Young Men’s Business League, and 
cashier of the Capital City bank, was the 
hext speaker. He was warm in-his sup- 
port of the south side as the proper place 
for the library and he presented figures 
in support of his assertions. 

“I believe,”’ said Mr. Collier, ‘‘that if the 
library is to be moved from present 
Sie it should be moved nearer to instead 
of farther from the spot convenient to the 
greatest number of people. It is undoubt- 
edly the intention and desire of the board 
of trustees of the Carnegie Free Library 
t0 make the library a popular one and to 
Miract to it as great a number of persons 
& possible. Tw compass this the library 
must be located as near as can be cailcu- 
lated to the center of population. 

“At a recent discussion of the question 
of a site the statement was made by a, 
member of the board of library: trustees 
that Peachtree street, West Peachtree and 
that section were the points toward which 
the city was growing. This was a mis- 
Statement. The absolute and undeniable 
figures show just the opposite to be true, 
and the opposite will remain so. 

“In three years there were built on the 
South side 537 more dweliings than were 
“fected on the north side. And this ratio 
Will not be altered, and for patpable physi- 
fal reasons.

‘Mr. Collier then stated that the Mitchell 
Street viaduct had opened the west to 
where at least half of the persons who 
formerly came to the center of the city by 
way of Marietta street did so now by way 
of Mitchell, He insisted that nearly every 
woman and child in Atlanta was on White- 
hall street from two to four times each 
week, and that the best Place, in his opin- 
lon, was the lot of 100x150 feet on the ocr- 
ner of Pryor and Mitchell street, which 
lot, he Stated, he understood could be 6e- 
cured and the present library site given in 
exchange ar part value, the overcost being 
fully covered by the funas in the posses- 
Sion of the trustees. 


Some of the Other Talk. 

H. C. Stockdell followed Mr. Collier, 
taking very much the same line. He said 
that he was interested, not only as one of 
those who believed the lbbrary should be 
located near the center of population, but 
that also he had a lot in the vicinity which 
he believed would be benefited. In fact, 
he felt that he would be willing, as would 
Other citizens of the south side, to give 
money if necessary in order that the l- 
brary should be put where every logical 
argument pressed it; thus carrying out 
what he believed to be Mr. Carnegie's plan 
and pleasure in the matter. 

Mr. Stockdell spoke of the lot~or two 
lots—on the corner of Pryor and Mitchell 
Streets, which is within one block of the 
courthouse and city hall and within a 
block or two of the shopping district. 

Robert Alston spoke for the property on 
the corner of Church and Forsyth streets. 
He urged that the center of papulation was 
Vacillating and that what was the center 
of population today ‘would not be the cen- 
ter tomorrow. ‘He insisted that the meas- 
ure of centrality should be the convenience 
of the location to the patrons and said that 
the Church street lot met every require- 
ment, as the car lines from every section 
of the city landed passengers within a 
block or two of that piace. 

Jack J. Spalding said that he had a per- 
sonal reason for wanting the library on the 
South side, and especially on the lo: sug- 
fested by ‘Messrs. Collier and Stockdell.

NO ABJUSTMENT UNTIL TAX IS PAID 


The Policy Holders Find Themselves 
at the Mercy of Companies Doing 
Business Without State or 
City Licenses—What 
Comptroller Says. 


——--- 


The recent fire in Augusta, Ga., which 
destroyed a whole block in the business 
portion of the city has been the means of 
bringing to light a number of alleged frauds 
which may be found after fuller investl- 
gation to involve nearly all the property 
consumed by the flames. 

The revelations made by the fire are of 
a sensaltonal character and show that ail 
the policies of fire insurance issued in the 
Montgomery building, the largest destroyed, 
were issued by companies without license 
to do so. Comptroller General Wright has 
been notiffed by officials of the state of 
affairs taxes and licenses 
paid in 
little chance of any adjust- 
ment being reached between the policy 
holders and the insurance companies. 

Of ten companies in which the Montgom- 
ery building was insured, only one, the 
Manhattan, has a deposit in the state, and 
the policy of that company was issued Il- 
legally, for the reason that it had no agent 
in Augusta. The list of companies that 
issued policies and the amount of each pvol- 
icy held by the owners of the Montgomery 
buildings follows:

An investigation by Comptroller General 
Wright into the condition of the companies 
named showed. the large majority of them 
were apparently in good standing, although 
none of them had complied with the law 
of the state in meeting either the state or 
municipal licenses. The Globe and Rutgers 
of New York have recently been incorpo- 
rated into one company under an entirely 
different name, and it is the belief of many 
that the policies in these two concerns will 
be found worthless. 

The comptroller general of the state is 
directed to prosecute to the full extent of 
the law the persons who wrote the illegal 
policies and the writing of each such pol- 
icy constitutes a case of misdemeanor. 

At the present standing it ts understood 
that the policy holders have no chance 
whatever to adjust their claims unless the 
companies choose to forward the money di- 
rect without examining into the cause of 
the fire. Should any person be sent to Au- 
gusta for the purpose of investigating the 
claims, he would be held immediately as 
the agent of the several companies and 
before any adjustment could be attenipted 
he would be compelled by law to meet the 
State and municipal licenses and taxes, 

It is‘ looked upon as hardly probable that 
a company which had hitherto successfully 
evaded the law would go to the trouble of 
baying one cent on the premiums and 
$40 state license in addition to $100 city 
license in Augusta for the opportunity 
of paying off the policies held against it 
in that city. 

It is the impression of Comptroller Gen- 
eral Wright that the policies in the ten 
companies doing business without license 
were written by brokers in New York city. 
What other disclosures will be brought 
out by a further investigation in Augusta 
remains to be seen, but there is every prob- 
ability that the illegal policies held by the 
owners of the Montgomery building are not 
the only ones among the owners whose 
property was destroyed last week,

SMITH SAID HE WAS NOT GUILTY 


lias Smith, Colored, Bound Over Yes- 
terday on a Charge. 

Elias Smith, colored, was yesterday tried 
before Judge Orr on the charge of larceny. 
He pleaded not guilty and was bound over 
to the city criminal court under $200 bond. 
in default of this he was sent back to jail 
to awalt trial. 

Until recently Smith has been employed 
as porter in the establishment of Henry 
Beermann. Some time ago Mr. Beermann 
discovered that some one was Stealing to- 
bacco, cigars and cigarettes from the store 
and suspected the colored porter. 

There was no evidence, however, and he 
employed Detectives Harris and Steint on 
the case. A trap was laid and Smith was 
arrested as the one implicated in the sys- 
tematic stealing. The detectives were con- 
fident that they had positive evidence 
against the negro for stealing at least ten 
packages of cigarettes. 

When arrested Smith denied having stolen 
the tobacco and reiterated his assertions 
at his preliminary trial in Justice Orr’s 
court yesterday. Smith is a young negro 
and is well known in the city.

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OBJECT T0 STREET CARS. 
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Residents of Forrest Avenue Enter a 
Protest. 


FILED YESTERDAY MORNING 


They Think Street Cars Would Lessen 
the Beauty of Their Street and 
Be a Nuisance. 


Residents of the western part of Forrest 
avenue yesterday morning filed a protest 
with City Clerk Green against the grant- 
ing of franchises to the Collins Park and 
Belt railroad on their street. The protest 
is signed only by those who live on the 
end of the street nearest Peachtree street, 
but it is understood that a petition 
against the granting of the franchises is 
being circulated among the residents of 
the eastern portion of the street. 

The council committee on electric and 
other railways will meet this afternoon in 
the city hall and the petition of the street 
railroad in which permissions are asked 
to lay tracks on Forrest avenue, is ex- 
pected to be considered. If the committee 
reports favorably upon the petition of the 
street railway company, the fight will be 
made in council. It may be, however, 
that the residents of the street will ap- 
pear before the committee to enter a pro- 


test. 

“The petition of the Collins Park and Belt 
railroad .was presented some time ago. 
The road wants to lay its tracks on Ju- 
niper street, coming toward the city and 
entering For§est avenue at Piedmont 
avenue. This is one line. The other line 
is to come from the northeastern portion 
of the city, running on Forrest avenue and 
jointng the Piedmont avenue track at 
Piedmont avenue. The track will then be 
laid on Forrest avenue to Peachtree, and 
will enter the city by way of Ivy street, 
the terminal being in front of the union 
depot. 

he petition of the Forrest avenue prog- 
erty owners is as follows: 

‘ro the Honorable Mayor and General 
Council of the City of Atlanta: The un- 
dersigned owners of property on*,Forrest 
avenue, between. the intersection of 
Peachtree street and Piedmont avenue, be- 
ing informed of an application to your 
honorable body for a franchise Yo con- 
struct a street railway along said section, 
desire to enter against the same a re- 
spectful but most earnest protest. We 
base our objections on these grounds: Firsi, 
Forrest avenue, between the said points, 
is too narrow for the construction of a 
street car line, and such construction would 
materially impair its use as a popular 
driveway, and render it extremely danger- 
ous to the people in the neighborhood, and 
to general passage. So great would be 
the interference as to amount to a nuis- 
ance. There is no need for additional 
street car service in this locality, as there 
are at present streetcar lines at the cor- 
ners of both Peachtree and Courtland 
streets, connecting us with all parts of the 
city. It would be necessary to take and 
leave the cars of the proposed line at the 
Same corners. A route along Piedmont 
avenue and Baker street would be equally, 
if not more, available to reach Ivy street, 
and the eastern portion of Forrest ave- 
nue would receive the same benefit from 
the line. This locality has grown up into 
one of the most beautiful sections of the 
city, and the building of a car line would 
greatly diminish its attractiveness. Be- 
lieving that this effort shovld be stonpe-, 
we petition the councfl to protect this lo- 
eality from an unnecessary defacement.

She, 
Whose throne is founded on the rock of 
justice and descended from only by the 
steps of mercy; she who, by a stronger 
mental state and a truer moral state, seeks 
to attain that perfection which must have 
been a part of the divine conception of 
woman: this indeed is the woman of might 
whose very presence in an all-conquering, 
all-powerful one, who really becomes great 
in iife and eternity, who is no longer mere- 
ly a housewife but truly a queen. 

“No woman can in any essential approx- 
imate this standard of ideality without a 
broad, liberal education of body, mind and 
soul.
